The  year  saw  a number  of  staff  changes  amongst  which  was  the 
resignation  of  Dr.  F.  S.  Rogers  in  the  early  days  of  1966  on  his 
appointment  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Border  Rural 
District  Council,  Cumberland,  and  the  subsequent  appointment  of 
Dr.  M.  J.  Cash,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  D.P.H.,  as  Deputy  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

Expansion  was  seen  in  the  field  of  Mental  Health  when  the 
Borough  Council  set  up  a Special  Care  Unit  in  premises  rented 
from  the  Chesterfield  and  District  Society  for  Mentally  Handi- 
capped. These  premises  were  purpose  built  by  the  Society  from 
voluntary  subscriptions  raised  in  the  district. 

Late  in  the  year  the  Social  Services  Centre  building  was  handed 
over  by  the  Works  Department,  but  it  was  not  possible  to  have  the 
Centre  staffed  properly  before  early  1967  owing  to  the  considerable 
amount  of  preliminary  work  necessary  in  preparation  for  the  opening. 
This  new  Centre  will  satisfy  a need  for  the  Handicapped  in  the  dis- 
trict in  affording  them  means  for  social  activities  and  for  learning 
new  crafts,  thereby  facilitating  rehabilitation.  It  is  also  gratifying 
to  report  that  the  workshop  previously  occupied  by  the  Welfare 
Services  at  Markham  House  will  remain  open  and  be  used  for  the 
welfare  and  training  of  Mentally  Subnormal  Persons. 

The  last  six  years,  since  the  inception  of  the  Scheme  of  Delegation, 
have  seen  the  continued  expansion  of  services  for  Handicapped 
Persons.  A number  of  Voluntary  Bodies  have  given  their  full 
support  in  the  use  of  the  facilities  now  being  made  available  at  the 
Social  Services  Centre. 

The  detailed  vital  statistics  are  embodied  in  the  report,  but  it 
will  be  noticed  that  the  birth  rate  has  fallen  and  the  death  rate  has 
increased.  This  is  somewhat  offset  by  the  considerable  fall  in  the 
Infant  Mortality  rate.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the 
year. 

The  notification  of  two  cases  of  diphtheria  is  reported  with 
regret;  these  being  two  brothers  who  were  admitted  to  the  Royal 
Hospital  from  an  adjacent  area.  It  seems  likely  that  the  infection 
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was  originally  introduced  by  the  family  of  a serviceman  returning 
from  overseas.  This  incident  served  as  a sharp  reminder  of  the 
constant  danger  of  the  occurrence  of  diphtheria  at  any  time,  and 
emphasised  the  need  for  immunisation  for  the  continued  protection 
of  the  community.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  an  immunisa- 
tion rate  of  84%  has  been  achieved  in  the  Borough.  This  is  an  indi- 
cation of  the  sustained  effort  by  Health  Department  staff  and 
family  doctors,  which  is  put  into  this  preventive  field. 

I should  like  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Health  Committee 
and  Health  Department  staff  for  their  support  during  the  year  and 
in  particular  Mr.  G.  Drabble,  (Chief  Public  Health  Inspector)  and 
Mr.  G.  S.  Brown  (Administrative  Assistant)  for  their  help  in  com- 
piling this  report  on  the  Health  of  Chesterfield.

STATISTICS

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NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  area  of  the  Borough  is  8,472  acres  and  the  population 
according  to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  at  mid-year,  1966, 
was  70,170.  The  total  population  enumerated  at  the  1961  census 
was  67,858. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  according  to  the  rate  books 
at  31st  March,  1967,  was  24,071.  The  rateable  value  for  1966/67  was 
;^3,174,200  and  the  product  of  the  Id.  rate  was  ^^12,446. 

The  Borough  is  the  natural,  social,  commercial  and  shopping 
centre  of  the  important  coal  mining,  industrial  and  agricultural 
districts  of  North-East  Derbyshire  comprising  an  estimated  popula- 
tion of  over  250,000.  The  industries  are  many  and  varied,  the  chief 
occupation  of  the  inhabitants  being  coal-mining,  engineering, 
textiles,  box-making  and  the  manufacture  of  surgical  dressings, 
confectionery,  etc.

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Births 

The  number  of  births  registered  in  the  borough  in  1966  was 
1,135  giving  a birth  rate  of  16.17  per  1,000  population,  compared 
with  1,213  births  and  a rate  of  17.28  for  the  previous  year.  When  the 
Registrar  General’s  comparability  factor  of  1.02  is  applied  to  the 
birth  rate  it  becomes  16.49.  This  is  the  figure  to  be  used  when  com- 
paring the  birth  rate  with  that  for  England  and  Wales  and  with 
other  areas.  The  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1966  was  17.7. 
Still  births  numbered  14,  giving  a rate  of  12.18  per  1,000  total  (live 
and  still)  as  compared  with  16  and  a rate  of  13.02  in  the  previous 
year. 

Deaths 

Deaths  registered  in  the  Borough  after  adjustment  for  inward 
and  outward  transfers  number  892,  representing  a crude  death  rate 
of  12.71  per  1,000  population  as  compared  with  803  deaths  and  a 
rate  of  11.44  in  the  previous  year.  The  area  comparability  factor 
for  1966  is  1.0,  so  therefore  there  is  no  adjustment  to  the  crude  rate. 
The  corrected  death  rate  for  the  previous  year  was  11.55.  The  death 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole  in  1966  was  11.7. 

616  or  approximately  69%  of  the  total  deaths  occurred  in  those 
aged  65  and  over  and  of  these  367  were  actually  over  the  age  of  75. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  239  from  heart  disease,  151  from 
vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  and  161  from  cancer.  There- 
fore cardio-vascular  diseases  and  cancer  were  responsible  for  62% 
of  the  total  deaths.  The  deaths  from  lung  cancer  numbered  37 
(30  males,  7 females),  a decrease  of  6 over  the  previous  year.  There 
were  five  deaths  from  leukaemia.  Deaths  from  respiratory  diseases 
numbered  129  i.e.  62  from  pneumonia,  54  from  bronchitis  and  13 
from  other  respiratory  diseases.  Deaths  from  suicide  numbered  1 1 
(6  in  1965),  motor  vehicle  accidents  14  (10  in  1965)  and  other  acci- 
dents 35  (27  in  1965). 

Infant  Mortality 

There  were  20  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year,  giving 
an  infant  mortality  rate  of  17.62  compared  with  28  deaths  and  a rate 
of  23.08  in  1965.  The  infant  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  19.0.  16  of  the  infant  deaths  occurred  in  the  early  neo-natal 
period,  i.e.  within  the  first  week.  Prematurity  and  congenital  mal- 
formations caused  most  of  the  early  neo-natal  deaths. 
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In  the  following  table,  the  causes  of  death  at  different  periods 
of  hfe,  as  supplied  by  the  Registrar-General,  are  given  for  the  year:

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA 


Ambulance  Facilities 

The  Derbyshire  County  Council  provides  the  Ambulance  Ser- 
vice in  the  town,  and  the  facilities  provided  are  efficient  and  adequate 
for  the  needs  of  the  Borough. 

Laboratory  Work 

The  County  Health  Laboratory  carries  out  bacteriological 
examinations  in  connection  with  infectious  diseases  when  necessary, 
and  specimens  in  connection  with  the  investigation  and  control  of 
dysentery,  food  poisoning  and  intestinal  infections  are  examined 
by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Services  provided  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health.  Both  Laboratories  give  excellent  service  and  co-operation. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948 

National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1951 

It  was  not  necessary  to  act  under  Section  47  in  order  to  remove 
to  suitable  premises,  a person  in  need  of  care  and  attention.  Several 
cases  were  investigated  after  reports  from  various  sources  but  these 
were  all  satisfactorily  dealt  with  either  by  persuasion  to  go  volun- 
tarily into  hospital,  by  the  provision  of  a home  help  and/or  home 
nurse  or  by  constant  follow-up  by  a health  visitor. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948— Section  50 

Under  this  Section,  the  local  authority  is  required  to  arrange 
for  the  burial  of  persons  dying  in  the  area  where  it  appears  that  no 
arrangements  are  being  or  have  been  made.  No  burial  was  arranged 
during  1966. 

Nursing  Homes 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  was  one  registered  nursing  home 
in  the  Borough;  providing  accommodation  for  6 beds. 

Medical  Examinations 

Medical  examinations  are  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officers 
of  the  Department  in  connection  with  new  appointments  to  the 
Corporation  Staff,  Student  Teachers  to  Universities  and  Training 
Colleges,  newly  appointed  Teachers  and  other  staff  appointed  under 
the  Education  Committee  and  in  connection  with  the  staff  appointed 
by  the  Transport  Department.  During  the  year  under  review,  295 
medical  examinations  were  carried  out.  In  addition,  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  makes  investigations  and  carries  out  examinations 
in  connections  with  the  Corporation’s  Workmen’s  Sick  Pay  Scheme, 
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HEALTH  EDUCATION 

The  staff  of  the  Department  in  the  course  of  their  normal  duties 
are  always  carrying  out  health  education  and  the  fact  that  all  health 
and  welfare  services  are  integrated  provides  opportunities  for  con- 
tinuity in  health  education  matters.  Public  interest  in  health  is 
stimulated  by  the  use  of  posters  and  instructive  displays  in  clinics 
and  centres,  and  also  on  occasions  in  the  Public  Library, 

Talks  on  health  services  and  various  aspects  of  health  education 
have  been  given  by  Medical  Officers,  and  Health  Visitors  to  members 
of  Community  Associations,  Youth  Clubs,  Parent/Teacher  Asso- 
ciations and  senior  schools.  In  addition  two  series  of  lectures  to 
student  nurses  were  given  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  the  Health  Visitor  and  the  Superin- 
tendent Home  Nurse. 

The  hazards  of  cigarette  smoking  and  drug  taking  have  been 
explained  to  various  Youth  Groups  and  senior  school  children  and 
the  benefit  of  physical  fitness  and  enjoyment  of  sporting  activities 
has  been  stressed. 

As  regards  venereal  disease  it  was  considered  that  in  view  of  the 
low  evidence  of  venereal  disease  in  the  area  that  the  use  of  pamphlets 
and  p>osters  supplied  by  the  Ministry  and  the  Central  Council  for 
Health  Education  would  meet  the  need. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  Deputy  have  given 
talks  on  matters  affecting  the  public  health  generally  and  in  par- 
ticular on  food  hygiene  to  various  societies  and  to  catering  staffs 
at  their  place  of  work. 
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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

425  notifications  were  received  during  the  year  as  compared 
with  375  in  1965,  389  cases  of  measles  were  notified  as  against  297 
in  the  previous  year.  There  were  15  cases  of  scarlet  fever  (62  in  1965). 

There  was  again  a complete  absence  of  poliomyelitis  in  1966. 
For  the  first  time  in  17  yeais  the  occurrence  of  diphtheria  was  noti- 
fied. Two  brothers,  one  aged  6 years  and  one  aged  9 years  were 
admitted  to  the  Royal  Hospital,  Chesterfield,  from  another  area 
and  were  there  diagnosed  as  suffering  from  diphtheria.  Neither 
had  been  immunised  and  the  6 year  old  boy  died  on  the  evening  of 
the  day  of  admission  and  the  other  boy  three  days  later. 

As  regards  illness  generally,  an  indication  of  morbidity  is 
obtained  from  figures  kindly  supplied  weekly  by  the  local  office  of 
the  Ministry  of  National  Insurance.

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  of  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital 
Board  made  its  annual  visit  to  the  Borough  during  April  and  May, 
The  extent  of  cases  of  suspected  tuberculosis  found  amongst  all  the 
group’s  survey  was  again  extremely  low.  Discovery  of  tuberculosis 
is  not,  however,  the  only  function  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit. 
Other  conditions  of  the  chest  and  heart  may  be  revealed  and  any 
cases  found  are  reported  to  the  medical  practitioner  concerned  who 
is  thus  able  to  give  immediate  treatment.

All  expectant  mothers  attending  the  Ante-natal  clinic  for  the 
first  time  have  a blood  sample  taken  to  determine  the  blood  group, 
the  Rh.  factor  and  the  presence  of  blood  disease.  They  also  have  a 
haemoglobin  estimation  test  periodically  and,  where  necessary,  are 
referred  to  their  own  doctor  for  treatment. 


All  the  patients  are  weighed  at  every  Ante-natal  visit  to  detect 
any  undue  increase  in  weight,  and  unless  they  have  been  X-rayed  in 
the  course  of  the  year  at  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  they  are  sent 
to  the  Chest  Clinic  for  a chest  X-ray.  Any  abnormality  found  as  a 
result  of  the  X-ray  is  referred  by  the  Medical  Officer  to  the  appro-

CERVICAL  CYTOLOGY 

The  Cytology  Service  for  the  taking  of  cervical  smears  was 
commenced  in  March  1966,  and  the  examination  for  cancer  of  the 
breast  is  coupled  with  the  cytology  test. 

On  the  introduction  of  the  scheme  all  family  doctors  practising 
in  the  borough  were  asked  whether  they  wished  to  carry  out  cytology 
tests  on  their  own  patients  and  only  one  doctor  has  expressed  the 
view  that  the  Local  Authority  should  not  see  his  patients.  All  the 
other  doctors  gave  a general  consent  to  the  tests  being  carried  out 
in  Local  Authority  clinics.  The  Pathologist  at  the  Chesterfield  Royal 
Hospital  has  co-operated  fully  with  the  scheme.

Care  of  Premature  Infants 

All  infants  weighing  5^  lbs.  or  less  are  defined  as  "Premature” 
and  space  is  provided  on  the  notification  of  birth  cards  for  the  weight 
of  birth  in  the  case  of  premature  births.  Special  attention  is  given  to 
premature  infants  in  their  own  homes  by  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Visiting  and  Midwifery  Services,  and  draught-proof  cots  with 
detachable  linings,  hot  water  bottles,  etc.,  together  with  suitable 
clothing,  are  available  when  necessary.  Premature  infants  born  in 
hospital  are  kept  under  special  supervision  by  the  Health  ^''isitors 
on  discharge  from  the  Hospital.

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Register  of  Potentially  Handicapped  Children 

A register  is  kept  in  the  department  of  children  “at  risk’’,  i.e. 
who  are  potentially  handicapped  as  a result  of  various  conditions. 

Some  handicaps  are  obvious  at  birth,  e.g.  Talipes,  cleft  palate, 
etc.,  as  listed  in  the  previous  paragraph.  Other  handicaps  may 
become  evident  with  the  passage  of  time,  e.g.  deafness,  mental 
subnormality.  Children  on  the  register  are  reviewed  at  regular 
intervals  and  the  parents  advised  by  medical  officers  and  health 
visitors,  regarding  the  management  of  their  particular  problems. 

The  register  is  proving  of  great  value  in  ensuring  that  treatment 
is  obtained  and  in  particular,  future  special  school  placements  can 
be  planned. 

These  special  school  cases  are  transferred  from  the  register  to 
the  school  health  service  records  when  they  reach  the  age  of  two. 

Many  of  the  low  birth  weight  and  prolonged  or  difficult  labour 
cases  prove  to  make  satisfactory  progress  and  are  taken  off  the 
register  at  an  early  age. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  154  children  were  on  the  “at  risk’’ 
register. 


Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children 

No  Mother  and  Baby  Home  is  provided  directly  by  the  Local 
Health  Authoi'ity,  but  arrangements  are  made  for  the  admission  of 
unmarried  mothers  to  Homes  as  arranged  by  the  Churches  Asso- 
ciation for  Social  Work. 

The  mothers  are  usually  resident  for  a month  before  the  birth 
of  the  child  and  are  transferred  from  the  Home  to  one  of  the  Mater- 
nity Homes  for  the  confinement,  and  where  necessary  return  to  the 
Home  usually  for  a further  two  months,  making  a total  stay  of 
approximately  13  weeks.  In  certain  cases,  i.e.  when  arrangements 
are  being  made  for  the  adoption  of  the  baby,  a further  extension  of 
stay  in  the  Home  is  granted.  During  the  year  under  review,  10 
unmarried  expectant  mothers  were  admitted  to  Homes.

The  Midwifery  Service  in  Chesterfield  consists  of  a Supervisor 
and  an  establishment  of  nine  Domiciliary  Midwives.

SECTION  24— HEALTH  VISITING 

The  establishment  of  Health  Visiting  Service  is  one  Senior 
Health  Visitor  and  eight  Health  Visitors  who  are  also  School  Nurses, 
and  a Clinic  Nurse. 

In  addition  to  home  visiting  an  important  part  of  the  work  of 
the  Health  Visitors  is  that  of  giving  advice  in  Mother  Craft  at  the 
Child  Welfare  Centres. 

Although  there  are  not  yet  any  arrangements  for  Health  Visitors 
to  work  in  conjunction  with  a General  Medical  Practitioner  or 
group  of  Practitioners  there  is  close-co-operation  in  so  far  as  the 
doctors  ask  the  Health  Visiting  Service  to  investigate  in  difficult 
cases,  particularly  in  connection  with  problem  families.  Any  cases 
requiring  medical  treatment  discovered  by  the  Health  Visitors 
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during  the  course  of  routine  visiting  or  at  the  Clinics  are  referred  to 
the  family  doctors. 

A considerable  amount  of  time  is  spent  by  the  Health  Visitors 
in  caring  for  old  people  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  social  work 
done  in  this  field  is  invaluable.

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SECTION  28— PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS, 
CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE 


Tuberculosis 

The  Health  Visitors  work  in  close  co-operation  with  the  staff 
of  the  Chest  Clinic.  They  attend  the  Chest  CUnic  regularly  when 
they  discuss  matters  relating  to  patients  and  after  care  generally 
with  the  Chest  Physician. 

All  new  cases  are  visited  by  the  Health  Visitors  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  advice  to  both  patients  and  contacts  and  follow  up  visits 
are  made  at  regular  intervals. 

Actual  nursing  of  home  patients  is  carred  out  by  the  staff  of  the 
Home  Nursing  Service,  and  bed  and  bedding  is  available  on  loan  in 
necessitous  cases. 


General 

The  work  of  prevention  of  illness,  care  and  after  care,  although 
the  duty  of  the  Local  Health  Authority,  could  not  progress  satis- 
factorily without  close  co-operation  with  the  various  Statutory  and 
Voluntary  Agencies — ^such  as  the  National  Assistance  Board, 
Hospital  Almoners,  W.V.S.,  Red  Cross,  etc. 

The  Hospital  Management  Committee  rely  on  sociological 
reports  by  Health  Visitors  in  connection  with  the  admission  of 
chronic  sick  to  hospital.  The  Hospital  Almoners  refer  to  the  Depart- 
ment cases  on  discharge  from  hospital  requiring  after  care.  These 
are  either  attended  by  the  Home  Nurses  or  supervised  and  advised 
by  the  Health  Visitors.  The  Health  Visitors  also  play  a large  part 
in  the  schemes  for  the  care  of  old  people,  particularly  in  regard  to 
visiting  and  making  recommendations  for  admission  to  old  peoples’ 
homes. 

Sick  room  equipment,  such  as  bed  pans,  urinals,  mackintosh 
sheeting,  inhalers,  air  rings,  bed  cradles,  etc.,  is  available  for  loan 
when  required  for  patients  being  nursed  at  home.  Larger  items 
such  as  wheel  chairs  and  crutches  are  loaned  in  appropriate  cases. 


Supply  of  Incontinence  Pads 

The  supply  of  incontinence  pads  to  patients  using  the  domi- 
ciliary nursing  services  together  with  the  physically  handicapped 
and  the  elderly,  greatly  eases  the  burden  of  those  who  look  after 
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them  in  their  own  homes.  During  the  year  under  review,  over  12,400 
pads  were  issued. 

Patients  using  the  service  are  supplied  with  plastic  bags  in 
which  to  insert  soiled  pads.  Disposal  is  arranged  with  the  Cleansing 
Department  who  have  been  given  identification  of  these  so  that  they 
are  immediately  incinerated  on  arrival  at  the  Cleansing  Depot. 

During  1966  the  service  was  extended  by  the  supply  of  "Pro- 
tective Pants”  and  interliners  for  the  more  ambulant  patients. 


Chiropody  Service 

Chiropody  treatment  is  provided  for  the  elderly,  the  physically 
handicapped  and  expectant  mothers.  Clinics  are  held  two  sessions 
a week  and  arrangements  are  made  for  9 to  10  patients  to  attend 
each  session. 

Domiciliary  treatment  is  restricted  to  those  who  would  find  it 
impossible  owing  to  extreme  disability  to  attend  the  Clinic  even  if 
transport  were  provided. 

The  number  of  applications  received  has  shown  a need  for  the 
Chiropody  Service,  particularly  for  the  aged  and  infirm.  The 
appointments  are  generally  made  every  three  to  four  months  and 
a little  less  in  more  urgent  cases.

The  welfare  of  the  physically  handicapped  is  undertaken  by 
the  Welfare  Officers  in  connection  with  their  duties  under  the 
Mental  Health  Service.  A handicapped  person,  if  considered  suitable 
and  is  willing,  has  the  opportunity  of  attending  the  craft  class  which 
is  held  daily  for  those  who  are  able  to  make  their  own  way  there. 
Two  classes  are  held  weekly  for  those  people  for  whom  transport 
has  to  be  arranged,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  with  the 
County  Welfare  Department  for  physically  handicapped  persons 
from  areas  adjoining  the  Borough  to  attend  one  of  these  classes. 
The  two  craft  instructors  in  attendance  help  in  visiting  the  physi- 
cally handicapped  when  called  upon  to  do  so,  both  for  providing 
diversionary  occupation  at  home  and  for  constructing  aids  for  the 
handicapped.  These  can  often  be  made  at  the  Craft  Centre. 

WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND  AND  PARTIALLY  SIGHTED 

During  the  year,  38  people  made  application  to  be  placed 
on  the  Department’s  register  of  blind  persons;  arrangements 
were  made  for  them  to  be  seen  by  a consultant  ophthalmologist  who 
completed  the  form  B.D.8  on  their  behalf.  28  persons  (14  male 
14  females)  were  registered  as  blind  and  7 persons  (3  male,  4 female) 
were  registered  as  partially  sighted.  The  table  below  gives  age 
groups  and  causes  of  blindness  for  those  people  placed  on  the  blind 
register  during  the  year.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply 

The  Engineer  and  Manager  of  the  North  Derbyshire  Water 
Board  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  report. 

The  supplying  authority  to  the  area  is  the  North  Derbyshire 
Water  Board. 

(a)  1.  All  sources  are  chlorinated  and  where  necessary  more 

comprehensive  treatment  is  employed.  Distribution  is 
from  covered  reservoirs.  The  resultant  quality  of  supplied 
water  is  satisfactory. 

2.  The  quantity  proved  adequate  for  normal  household 
purposes  although  restrictions  remained  in  force  on  the 
use  of  hosepipes. 

(b)  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  analyses  are  carried  out  in  the 
Board’s  Laboratories.  All  raw,  treated  and  distributed  waters 
are  examined  at  least  monthly.  The  number  of  examinations 
involved  in  1966,  being  Bacteriological  850,  Chemical  600. 
Bacteriological  results  on  treated  waters  have  been  consistent 
with  standards  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Chemical  results  in  view  of  the  number  of  sources  involved 
vary  considerably  with  location  and  the  approximate  extremes 
of  variation  are:

(c)  There  was  no  evidence  of  plumbo  solvent  action  in  treated 
waters. 

(d)  Before  being  brought  into  service  all  newly  laid  mains  were 
washed  out,  sterilized  and  samples  examined  to  ensure  satis- 
factory bacteriological  and  physical  results  were  obtained. 
No  action  was  necessary  in  respect  of  any  other  form  of  post 
treatment  contamination. 

The  waters  were  examined  for  radioactive  substances. 
Monthly  reports  of  current  bacteriological  and  physical  results 
were  forwarded  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

(e)  The  number  of  houses  in  the  area  is  23,847.  The  population 
70,170. 


Swimming  Pools  and  Baths 

There  are  two  open  air  swimming  pools  and  one  indoor  swimm- 
ing bath  in  the  Borough,  which  are  owned  and  controlled  by  the 
Corporation, 
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The  Markham  and  Stand  Road  Open  Air  Baths  are  under  the 
control  of  the  Parks  and  Cemeteries  Committee  and  are  in  continuous 
use  from  April  to  October.  The  Central  School  indoor  bath  is  in  use 
throughout  the  year  and  is  used  mainly  for  swimming  instruction 
by  the  Schools  and  in  the  Borough  and  the  surrounding  districts 
during  the  day  time,  but  is  also  made  available  to  the  general 
public  and  swimming  clubs  at  other  times. 

A further  pre-fabricated  swimming  bath  has  been  erected  at 
the  Frank  Merifield  School  during  the  year  for  the  exclusive  use 
of  the  scholars  at  this  school. 

All  of  the  baths  are  equipped  for  continuous  filtration  and  chemi- 
cal dosage,  and  frequent  samples  are  taken  by  the  Department  to 
ensure  a satisfactory  standard  of  purity  is  maintained.  A total  of 
28  samples  were  submitted  to  the  County  Bacteriologist  during  the 
year  and  twenty  two  of  these  were  reported  as  satisfactory.  Two 
of  the  unsatisfactory  samples  referred  to  a temporary  swimming 
pool  recently  installed  at  one  of  the  schools  in  the  Borough  but  the 
dosage  was  quickly  corrected.  The  other  four  samples  were  due  to 
temporary  breakdowns  in  the  chlorination  systems.

Mr.  J.  Hirst,  Sewage  Works  Manager  and  Chemist  reports  as 
follows: 

“During  1966,  Stage  I extensions  to  the  sewage  works  were 
virtually  completed.  These  extensions  comprise  new  inlet  works, 
screens,  grit  tanks  and  sedimentation  tanks  with  modifications  to 
storm  sewage  tanks  together  with  modifications  to  the  existing 
sludge  digestion  plant  and  new  offices,  laboratory  and  workshop 
etc. 

Work  recommenced  on  Stage  II  extensions  after  several  months 
hold  up  and  by  the  end  of  1966  these  had  reached  a substantial 
degree  of  completion.’’ 
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Pet  Animals  Act,  1951 

There  are  four  premises  in  the  Borough  which  are  licensed  for 
the  sale  of  pet  animals  under  the  above  act.  Three  of  these  are 
permanent  premises  and  one  stall  from  which  pets  are  sold  in  the 
Market  Hall. 

All  of  the  licensed  premises  are  subjected  to  frequent  inspection 
to  ensure  that  the  animals  are  maintained  in  a clean  and  healthy 
state,  and  in  this  connection  a total  of  21  visits  have  been  made  to 
the  premises  during  the  year.  In  all  cases  the  businesses  have  been 
conducted  in  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  license  con- 
ditions. 

Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act  1951 

Two  factories  in  the  Borough  are  registered  under  the  above 
Act,  one  being  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  mattresses  and  the 
other  in  new  upholstered  furniture.  At  both  these  factories  only 
new  filling  materials  complying  with  the  standards  of  quality  and 
purity  laid  down  by  the  British  Standards  Institute  are  used,  and  it 
has  not  therefore  been  considered  necessary  to  submit  any  of  these 
filling  materials  for  analysis. 

Common  Lodging  Houses 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  Borough. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949 

While  the  number  of  complaints  of  rats  and  mice  appearing 
in  or  around  domestic  premises  show  a slight  increase  on  last  year, 
most  of  those  received,  proved  to  be  in  respect  of  odd  migrant  rat 
or  mouse,  and  no  major  infestation  was  found  on  any  domestic 
premises.  Infestations  in  business  premises  were  also  in  the  main  of 
a minor  character,  only  three  major  infestations  being  found. 

The  clearance  of  some  of  the  old  properties  in  the  centre  of  the 
town  in  preparation  for  the  central  area  redevelopment  have  resulted 
in  the  removal  of  one  or  two  "black  spots"  of  infestation,  one  of 
these  being  a very  old  established  corn  merchants  premises  where, 
after  the  removal  of  the  business  it  was  possible  to  carry  out  a 
large  scale  disinfestation  of  the  warehouses  and  stock  yards  before 
the  buildings  were  demolished,  and  so  prevent  a large  scale  migration 
of  rats  to  other  buildings  nearby.  This  operation  proved  to  be  very 
successful. 

A concentrated  attack  was  also  staged  with  very  good  results, 
against  rats  on  the  Cleansing  Department  tip  and  the  adjacent 
river  banks,  where  recurrent  infestations  occur. 
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The  following  table  gives  details  of  inspections  and  treatments 
carried  out  during  the  year.

Sewer  treatments  have  also  been  canied  out  on  those  sections 
of  the  sewage  system  where  infestations  are  known  to  exist,  and 
particularly  in' the  centre  of  the  town  where  a number  of  very  old 
brick  culverts  are  to  be  found. 

An  increasing  number  of  complaints  have  been  received  from 
residents,  of  the  presence  of  wasp  nests  in  and  around  their  houses, 
and  the  Department  has  been  pleased  to  give  what  help  it  could  in 
the  destruction  of  these  colonies,  which  can  be  not  only  a nuisance 
but  a real  danger  to  young  children.  The  very  awkward  places  in 
which  some  of  these  nests  have  been  located,  in  false  roofs,  and 
cavity  walls  have  often  posed  problems  for  the  rodent  operative. 
Calls  have  also  been  received  to  remove  swarms  of  bees  which  had 
escaped  from  local  apiaries,  but  whenever  possible  these  have  been 
collected  by  bee  keepers  who  have  kindly  answered  requests  from 
the  Department  for  help  in  their  removal. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

There  are  four  Smoke  Control  Orders  operative  in  the  Borough 
covering  an  area  of  1,202  acres  and  including  5,017  premises. 

Reference  was  made  in  the  last  Report  to  difficulties  which  had 
been  experienced  by  the  tenants  in  203  Corporation  houses  in  the 
No.  2 and  No.  4 Smoke  Control  Area,  in  the  burning  of  solid  smoke- 
less fuels  in  a type  of  back  to  back  combination  range  which  was 
included  on  the  list  of  approved  appliances  when  the  houses  were 
built,  but  which  had  since  been  removed  from  the  list.  During  this 
year  all  these  combination  ranges  have  been  replaced  by  room 
heaters  together  with  radiators  to  give  back-ground  heating  in  the 
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kitchens,  and  following  the  completion  of  the  work  Variation  Orders 
which  had  been  in  operation  in  the  two  Areas  authorising  the  use 
of  coal  in  these  premises,  have  been  withdrawn. 

A survey  is  now  nearing  completion  for  the  establishment  of 
the  No.  5 Dunston  Smoke  Control  Area  whieh  covers  an  area  of 
approximately  198  acres  and  contains  a total  of  688  premises,  675 
of  which  are  domestic  dwellings,  and  it  is  expected  that  this  will  be 
considered  by  the  Council  early  in  1967. 

In  the  main,  the  residents  in  the  Smoke  Control  Areas  already 
established,  are  complying  with  the  requirements  of  the  Orders, 
but  there  are  a small  number  of  people  who  have  on  one  pretence 
or  another  reverted  to  the  burning  of  coal.  This  has  been  encouraged 
in  one  or  two  cases  by  coal  merchants  who  on  the  pretence  of  shortage 
of  a particular  type  of  smokeless  fuel  have  delivered  coal  instead. 
Where  these  cases  have  come  to  light,  warnings  have  been  issued 
to  the  consumers  and  also  to  the  merchants.  The  sale  of  packaiged 
coal  in  small  quantities  from  shops  in  or  near  smoke  control  areas 
has  been  something  of  an  inducement  to  residents  to  offend,  but 
following  an  approach  to  the  shopkeepers  in  these  areas,  full  co- 
operation was  obtained  and  they  ceased  to  stock  these  supphes. 

Smoke  emission  from  industrial  plants  has  been  largely  con- 
trolled within  the  periods  prescribed  by  the  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted) 
Periods  Regulations  1958.  During  179  observations  of  industrial 
plants  only  18  contraventions  were  found  and  these  were  of  a minor 
nature  and  mostly  associated  with  furnace  cleaning,  and  not  in  any 
instance  was  it  necessary  to  institute  proceedings. 

A very  serious  and  persistent  dust  nuisance  has  occurred  at  a 
furnace  slag  reduction  plant  engaged  in  the  preparation  of  roadmak- 
ing materials.  Atmospheric  pollution  from  the  drying  of  slag  which 
was  the  cause  of  this  nuisance  is  not  controllable  by  the  Clean  Air 
Act,  neither  does  it  fall  within  the  Special  processes  defined  in  the 
Alkali  Act,  and  in  consequence  action  has  had  to  be  taken  under 
the  nuisance  section  of  the  Public  Health  Act  1936.  A statutory 
notice  has  been  served  on  the  owners  of  the  plant  requiring  the 
installation  of  additional  dust  arresting  equipment  in  order  to  abate 
this  nuisance. 

Seven  applications  for  prior  approval  to  install  new  furnaces  or 
heating  installations  under  the  provisions  of  Section  3 of  the  Clean 
Air  Act  1956,  have  been  received  during  the  year,  and  these,  to- 
gether with  two  under  consideration  from  the  previous  year,  have 
been  granted.  Plans  were  submitted  for  5 new  chineys  in  connection 
with  the  above  installations  and  approval  was  given,  subject  to  the 
chimney  heights  being  increased  in  two  cases. 

The  measurement  of  atmospheric  pollution  in  the  Borough  has 
continued  at  five  recording  stations,  and  the  records  from  these  are 
supplied  to  the  Ministry  of  Technology  at  Warren  Springs  Laboratory 


as  part  of  the  National  Survey  to  assess  the  level  of  pollution 
throughout  the  country.  Daily  records  are  obtained  from  volumetric 
recording  instruments  sited  at  the  Town  Hall,  the  Electricity  Works 
and  Newbold  Green  School,  the  areas  monitored  being  commercial, 
industrial  and  residential,  respectively.  At  the  other  two  stations, 
sited  at  the  St.  John’s  Road  Depot,  Whittington  Moor  and  at  the 
Sewage  Works,  Old  Whittington,  monthly  records  are  obtained  of 
deposited  matter  using  the  standard  deposit  gauge  and  of  the 
sulphur  concentrations  using  the  lead  peroxide  method. 

The  following  tables  are  prepared  from  the  more  detailed  records 
which  are  supplied  monthly  to  the  Ministry  of  Technology;

At  the  end  of  the  year  a total  of  713  premises  had  been  regis- 
tered under  the  above  Act,  64  of  which  were  new  registrations. 
Good  progress  has  been  made  with  the  general  inspection  of  all  the 
registered  premises,  details  of  which  are  given  in  the  following 
Tables. 

It  was  to  be  expected  that  the  application  of  an  Act  of  this 
magnitude  to  the  many  and  varied  premises  to  which  it  applies 
would  result  in  many  contraventions  being  found  on  the  initial 
inspections,  but  this  should  not  be  taken  as  evidence  of  wilful  dis- 
regard by  the  owners  of  occupiers  of  business  premises  many  of 
whom  are  being  required  to  interpret  and  comply  with  a complex 
of  statutory  requirements  for  the  first  time. 

With  this  in  mind  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Department, 
following  the  general  inspection  to  acquaint  the  owner,  informally 
of  all  contraventions  found  and  thus  provide  him  with  the  oppor- 
tunity of  bringing  the  premises  into  line  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Act,  rather  than  embark  on  legal  proceedings  without  warning. 
This  has  produced  very  good  results,  as  will  be  seen  from  the 
number  of  contraventions  discontinued  during  the  year,  and  at  the 
same  time  it  has  resulted  in  good  relations  being  maintained  between 
the  Inspectors  and  a large  majority  of  employers. 

The  reporting  of  accidents  to  persons  employed  in  non  industrial 
premises  to  the  Local  Authority  is  one  of  the  important  provisions 
of  the  Act  and  sixteen  such  accidents  were  reported  during  the  year. 
It  is  pleasing  to  report,  however,  that  all  the  accidents  were  of  a 
minor  nature  and  did  not  result  in  any  permanent  disability  or  long 
absence  from  work  on  the  part  of  any  of  the  injured  persons.

Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations  1963 


All  of  the  milk  sold  in  Chesterfield  is  designated  under  the  above 
Regulations  either  as  ‘Untreated’,  ‘Pasteurised’  or  ‘Sterilised’  Milk. 

The  designation  ‘Untreated’  is  applied  to  milk  sold  as  it  is  taken 
from  the  cow  and  is  not  subjected  to  heat  treatment.  Milk  is  sold 
under  this  designation  by  a small  number  of  producer-retailers  in 
the  Borough  and  the  surrounding  area,  who  are  licensed  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  and  by  eight  dealers 
under  licence  issued  by  the  Borough  Council. 

Well  over  90  per  cent  of  the  milk  sold  in  the  Borough  is  heat 
treated  and  its  distribution  is  controlled  by  the  above  Regulations. 
Until  the  end  of  July  this  year  a considerable  part  of  this  milk  was 
processed  at  a large  pasteurising  dairy  in  the  Borough,  which  has 
been  in  operation  since  1952,  when  for  economic  reasons  the  pro- 
cessing of  the  milk  was  transferred  to  a larger  dairy  operated  by 
the  Company  in  Sheffield,  the  Chesterfield  dairy  being  retained  only 
as  a distributing  centre  for  pasteurised  and  sterilised  milk  for  the 
Borough  and  the  surrounding  county  area.  Other  milk  supplies  are 
received  from  a large  processing  dairy  in  Staffordshire. 

All  of  the  milk  dealers  other  than  the  producer-retailers  men- 
tioned above,  hold  licences  issued  by  the  Borough  Council.  Two 
dealers  hold  licences  to  sell  Ultra-Heat  treated  milk — a new  desig- 
nation which  has  recently  been  introduced  and  applies  to  milk 
which  has  been  retained  at  a temperature  of  270 °F.  for  not  less  than 
one  second,  a process  designed  to  give  the  milk  a very  long  keeping 
quality.  It  remains  to  be  seen  if  this  type  of  milk  will  have  public 
appeal,

Frequent  samples  of  designated  milks  have  been  taken  and 
tested  at  the  County  Laboratories  to  ensure  that  standards  of  heat 
treatment  were  being  maintained  and  that  after  treatment  the  milk 
had  satisfactory  keeping  quality.

Milk  Tested  for  Tubercle  Bacilli  and  Brucella  Abortus 

The  probability  of  tuberculosis  being  spread  through  the  agency 
of  milk  is  now  very  remote  indeed,  for  the  compulsory  testing  of 
dairy  herds  under  the  Tuberculosis  Eradication  Scheme  has  been 
successful  in  almost  completely  eradicating  the  disease  in  cattle 
throughout  Great  Britain.  It  has  been  the  practice  to  take  frequent 
samples  from  untreated  supplies  of  milk  coming  into  the  Borough 
in  order  to  ensure  that  there  was  no  recurrence  of  tubercle  infection 
between  tests,  but  as  all  the  biological  tests  carried  out  during  the 
last  three  years  have  proved  negative,  the  continuance  of  regular 
sampling  for  this  purpose  would  not  appear  to  be  justified. 

The  need  for  continued  sampling  to  detect  brucella  abortus 
however  still  exists,  in  fact  due  to  the  apparent  increase  of  this 
infection  in  dairy  herds  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  October  this  year 
recommended  an  intensification  in  the  sampling  of  all  untreated 
milk  supplies  in  an  attempt  to  eradicate  this  bovine  infection  which 
can  result  in  milk  borne  brucellosis  in  man. 

Samples  have  been  taken  by  the  Department  throughout  the 
year  from  the  18  suppliers  of  untreated  milk  sold  in  the  Borough  to 
detect  brucella  abortus,  twenty  such  samples  being  subjected  to 
the  Ring  Test  by  the  County  Bacteriologist,  three  of  which  gave 
weak  positive  results  on  the  Ring  Test,  but  all  produced  negative 
results  after  innoculation  in  the  guinea  pig. 


Meat  and  Other  Foods 

The  Corporation  Abattoir  is  the  only  slaughtering  establishment 
in  the  Borough.  Although  it  was  built  in  1933,  it  satisfies  aU  the 
standards  of  construction  and  hygiene  prescribed  in  the  Slaughter  of 
Animals  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations,  1958  and  the  Slaugh- 
terhouse (Hygiene)  Regulations  1958,  for  modern  slaughterhouses, 
together  with  cold  storage  accommodation  to  supplement  the  cooling 
facilities  which  were  originally  provided. 

All  services  including  lairage,  the  slaughter  and  dressing  of 
carcases  by  slaughtermen  employed  by  the  Corporation  and  the 
hanging  of  meat,  are  provided  at  an  ‘‘all  in  charge”,  and  whilst 
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most  of  the  through-put  is  in  the  hands  of  a small  number  of  whole- 
salers, the  small  butcher  has  equal  facilities  available  to  him.  The 
Abattoir  satisfies  the  meat  requirements,  not  only  of  the  Borough 
but  also  of  a wide  ai'ea  in  the  North  East  of  Derbyshire, 

Meat  inspection  is  carried  out  by  full  time  resident  meat  in- 
spectors, thus  ensuring  100  per  cent  inspection  of  all  the  animals 
slaughtered. 

During  the  year  a total  of  46,91 1 animals  were  slaughtered  and 
as  a result  33  tons  of  meat  and  offal  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human 
consumption,  and  conderrmed. 

A total  of  52  animals  were  condemned  as  being  unfit  for  human 
consumption,  details  of  which  are  shown  in  the  table  below.

The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  cattle  has  been  greatly  reduced 
since  the  Eradication  Scheme  was  introduced,  so  much  so  that  out 
of  a total  of  7,204  cattle  slaughtered  at  the  Abattoir,  evidence  of 
this  disease  was  found  in  only  six  animals;  four  of  which  were 
reactors  to  the  Tuberculin  Test  and  were  sent  in  for  .slaughter  under 
the  Tuberculosis  Order  1964.  With  the  exception  of  one  case  of 
generalised  tuberculosis  in acow,  which  resulted  in  the  condemnation 
of  the  whole  carcase  and  offal,  all  other  cases  were  very  slight  infec- 
tions confined  to  a single  bronchial  or  mediastinal  node, 
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All  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  cattle  found  during  meat  inspection 
are  n(.)tified  to  the  Animal  Health  Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture Fisheries  & Food,  so  that  the  disease  may  be  traced  to  its 
source. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table,  the  incidence  of  tuber- 
culosis in  cattle  other  than  cows  was  0.016  per  cent  and  in  cows 
0.529  per  cent,  compared  with  0.121  per  cent  and  0.408  per  cent 
respectively  in  1965.  The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  pigs  was 
2.86  per  cent  compared  with  2.22  per  cent  in  the  previous  year. 

Cysticerus  Bovis  was  found  in  38  bullocks  and  heifers  and  in 
one  cow  slaughtered  during  the  year.  All  were  localised  conditions 
mostly  in  the  head  and  heart  muscles.  In  all  cases  where  viable 
cysts  were  found  the  carcases  were  detained  in  cold  storage  for  the 
requisite  period  to  sterilise  any  cysts  which  may  have  escaped  detec- 
tion. 

As  in  previous  years  a considerable  number  of  the  livers  of 
cattle  and  sheep  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  food  due  to  gross 
infestation  by  the  liver  fluke.  Fortunately,  infestation  is  locidised 
to  the  liver  and  causes  little  or  no  damage  to  the  meat.  Many  of  the 
livers  condemned  for  this  reason  are  utilised  for  pharamaceutical 
purposes. 

Food  inspection  at  the  premises  of  wholesalers,  food  factories, 
restaurant  kitchens  and  retailer  piemises  resulted  in  the  condemna- 
tion of  a further  5^  tons  of  various  food,  making  a combined  total 
of  approximately  38^  tons  of  food  condemned  during  the  year.

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The  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act  1958 

Licences  were  issued  to  eighteen  slaughtermen  by  the  Borough 
during  the  year,  seventeen  of  which  were  renewal  of  expired  licences, 
and  the  other  to  a trainee  in  the  Corporation  Abattoir  who  had 
qualified  by  age  and  experience  to  become  a slaughterman. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT  1955 

A total  of  243  samples  of  food  and  drugs  were  submitted  to  the 
Public  Analyst  for  chemical  analysis.  These  included  139  samples 
of  milk  and  104  samples  of  various  other  foods  and  drugs. 

One  hundred  and  nineteen  of  the  milk  samples  were  taken  in- 
formally as  platform  tests  from  incoming  bulk  supplies  to  a local 
pasteurising  dairy  and  of  these,  four  were  found  to  be  not  genuine 
or  below  standard.  Two  of  these,  taken  from  churns  sent  in  by  a 
producer  were  found  to  be  deficient  in  milk  solids  not  fat  to  the  extent 
of  5.8  per  cent  and  7.4  per  cent  respectively,  and  both  were  shown 
to  contain  traces  of  added  water.  Before  follow-up  samples  could  be 
taken  from  this  supply  the  producer  ceased  sending  milk  into  the 
Borough. 

Another  informal  sample  of  milk  has  also  a slight  deficiency  of 
non-fatty  solids  and  by  its  freezing  point  (Hortvet)  was  shown  to 
contain  a trace  of  added  water,  but  this  was  so  small  as  to  rule  out 
the  possibility  of  wilful  adulteration.  Further  samples  taken  from 
this  supply  were  satisfactory.  Two  informal  samples  of  milk  showed 
deficiencies  in  milk  fat,  one  to  the  extent  of  10.6  per  cent.  Both  of 
these  samples  were  taken  from  a number  of  churns  sent  in  by  the 
producers,  which  were  sampled  at  the  same  time,  and  in  each  case 
the  deficiencies  were  compensated  by  milk  fat  in  excess  of  the  mini- 
mum standard,  so  that  the  supplies  when  bulked,  were  of  satisfactory 
quality.

A formal  sample  of  confectionery  sold  as  Buttermints  was 
found  on  analysis  to  contain  only  0.47  per  cent  total  fat.  The  Public 
Analyst  stated  that  the  amount  of  fat  present  was  insufficient  to 
determine  how  much,  if  any  of  the  total  fat  was  butter  fat.  Assuming 
that  all  the  fat  was  butter  fat  the  sample  was  deficient  in  butter  fat 
to  the  extent  of  88  per  cent.  Proceedings  could  not  be  taken  in  this 
case  due  to  a legal  technicality. 

An  informal  sample  of  canned  stewed  steak  contained  only  72.1 
per  cent  of  meat.  The  Public  Analyst  expressed  the  opinion  that 
canned  stewed  steak  should  contain  not  less  than  75  per  cent  of  meat. 
In  the  absence  of  a Statutory  standard  no  further  action  was  taken. 

Following  a consumer  complaint  of  metallic  taste  of  imported 
canned  Tomato  Puree  one  informal  sample  was  taken  of  this  product 
and  on  analysis  the  puree  was  found  to  contain  551  parts  per  million 
of  tin  and  560  parts  per  million  of  iron.  The  Public  Analyst  stated 
that  while  these  amounts  could  not  be  considered  as  dangerous  to 
health,  they  were  excessive  and  rendered  the  food  unfit  for  sale  to 
the  public.  It  was  established  with  the  vendors  that  the  puree  was 
old  stock,  and  the  unsold  tins  were  voluntarily  surrendered  and 
destroyed.  An  informal  sample  purchased  as  potted  meat  was  found 
on  analysis  to  contain  cereal  filler  and  water  to  the  extent  of  42.6 
per  cent,  and  was  not,  therefore,  potted  meat,  but  should  have  been 
described  as  meat  paste.  The  vendor  was  interviewed  and  a severe 
warning  was  given  requiring  the  correct  labelling  in  the  future. 

Informal  samples  of  beef  sausage  and  pork  sausage  were  found 
to  contain  31.7  per  cent  and  34.7  per  cent  of  fat  free  meat  and  34.5 
per  cent  and  40.1  per  cent  of  fat  respectively.  The  Analysts  reports 
on  these  samples  stated  that  the  amount  of  fat  in  sausages  should 
not  exceed  50  per  cent  of  the  total  meat  content.  Both  the  samples, 
therefore,  contained  an  excess  amount  of  fat.  The  manufacturers 
of  the  sausages  were  interviewed  and  instructed  to  improve  the 
quality  of  their  products. 

A formal  sample  of  whisky  purchased  at  the  bar  of  a local  hotel 
which  was  declared  on  the  label  of  the  bottle  to  be  70°  proof  spirit 
was  shown  on  analysis  to  be  35.77°  underproof.  The  original 
strength  of  the  whisky  had,  therefore,  been  reduced  by  the  presence 
of  8.2  per  cent  of  excess  water.  Legal  proceedings  were  taken  against 
the  licensee  in  respect  of  this  adulteration.  The  Defendant  pleaded 
Guilty  to  the  offence,  but  in  view  of  her  hitherto  good  record  over 
many  years  the  magistrates  granted  a Conditional  Discharge. 


The  Liquid  Egg  (Pasteurisation)  Regulations  1963 

There  are  no  egg  pasteurising  plants  in  the  Borough.  Periodic 
checks  have  been  made  at  bakeries  to  ensure  that  all  liquid  egg 
used  has  been  pasteurised  and  no  infringements  of  the  Regulations 
have  been  found.

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Ice-Cream 

There  are  four  premises  in  the  Borough  registered  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955  for  the 
manufacture  of  Ice-cream,  at  three  of  these  ice-cream  is  made  using 
heat -treatment,  and  at  the  other  it  is  made  using  and  reconstituting 
a complete  cold  mix  obtained  from  National  suppliers. 

There  is,  in  addition,  a large  depot  at  which  is  based  a fleet  of 
vehicles  equipped  for  the  making  of  soft  Ice-cream  and  these  operate 
over  a wide  area  in  the  Borough  and  the  surrounding  area.  This  type 
of  trading  calls  for  constant  supervision  as  the  operators  of  these 
vehicles  hire  them  on  a weekly  basis  and  become  self-employed  in  a 
business  of  which  they  often  have  little  knowledge,  and  possibly  less 
appreciation  of  the  standards  of  hygiene  they  are  expected  to  ob- 
serve when  dealing  with  a food  of  this  nature.  The  depot  is  equipped 
for  the  sterilisation  of  the  equipment  carried  on  the  vehicles  but  the 
machinery  is  complicated  and  cannot  be  removed  for  thorough 
cleansing.  In  consequence  a thorough  knowledge  in  the  use  of 
chemical  sterilisers  is  necessary  if  bacterilogical  cleanliness  is  to  be 
maintained.  Frequent  samples  are  taken  from  these  vehicles  for 
bacteriological  examination  to  ensure  the  safety  of  these  supplies. 

There  are  also  323  permanent  premises  which  are  registered 
for  the  retail  sale  of  pre-packed  Ice-cream,  all  of  which  receive  their 
supplies  from  National  suppliers. 

Thirty  samples  of  Ice-cream  were  submitted  to  the  County 
Public  Health  Laboratories  to  assess  the  purity  of  the  supplies,  the 
results  of  which  are  given  below;

The  two  unsatisfactory  samples  were  obtained  from  a local 
manufacturer  who  was  visited  and  warned  to  overhaul  his  production 
methods  to  locate  the  cause  of  this  low  grading  and  follow-up  samples 
taken  were  upgraded. 

Food  Hygiene 

While  the  enforcement  of  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  can  rightly 
be  said  to  be  a Public  Service,  and  Local  Authorities  are  expected 
to  ensure  that  all  facilities  are  provided  whereby  suitable  hygiene 
standards  can  be  maintained,  food  hygiene  is  first  and  forerqost  q 
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personal  service  to  be  given  to  the  consuming  public  by  every  member 
of  the  food  trade  engaged  in  the  preparation,  handling  and  delivery 
of  food.  Imposing  premises,  resplendant  with  stainless  steel,  white 
tiles,  expensive  display  cabinets  and  other  modern  equipment  pro- 
vide the  ideal  environment  for  the  display  and  sale  of  food,  but  such 
conditions  have  little  value  unless  similar  high  standards  of  personal 
hygiene  are  observed  by  all  of  the  food  handlers  engaged  on  the 
premises. 

Personal  hygiene  is  a subject  for  education  rather  than  legis- 
lation, and  many  of  the  larger  national  food  providers  appreciate 
this  and  encourage  their  staffs  to  attend  courses  and  in  some  cases 
have  their  own  Codes  of  Practice  laying  down  standards  of  hygiene 
for  their  particular  trade.  The  Health  Department  and  its  officers 
are  pleased  to  help  in  this  work  and  talks  have  been  given  by  the 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  the  Deputy,  to  members  of  the 
food  trades  and  also  Women’s  organisations  and  to  some  of  the  senior 
scholars  in  schools.  This  is  very  worth  while,  for  a discriminating 
purchasing  public  can  help  considerably  in  raising  the  standard  of 
food  hygiene  in  shops,  firstly  by  drawing  attention  to  uncleanly 
practices  by  food  handlers  when  handling  their  food,  and  secondly 
by  patronising  those  establishments  where  high  standards  of  hygiene 
are  seen  to  exist. 

Mention  has  been  made  in  previous  reports  of  the  unsatisfactory 
standards  of  hygiene  to  be  found  where  food  is  exposed  for  sale  and 
sold  from  stalls,  mobile  shops  and  delivery  vehicles,  but  some  at- 
tempt has  been  made  to  improve  these  conditions  by  the  introduction 
of  the  Food  Hygiene  (Market,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regula- 
tions 1966,  which  come  into  operation  on  the  1st  January  1967. 
While  these  Regulations  will  not  overcome  all  the  objections  which 
might  be  levelled  against  the  sale  of  unwrapped  food  in  the  open  air, 
the  better  protection  of  food  on  stalls  from  contamination  by  dust, 
etc.,  by  covering  the  top  and  three  sides,  and  the  requirement  of 
washing  facilities  for  personnel  and  equipment  on  those  stalls  where 
open  food  is  sold,  should  result  in  cleaner  food  from  this  type  of 
trading.  So  far  as  the  Chesterfield  Open  Market  is  concerned  the 
time  draws  nearer  when  this  will  be  replaced  by  a covered  market 
worthy  of  the  Town  in  which  the  highest  standards  of  food  hygiene 
will  be  attainable.  In  the  mean  time  provisions  are  being  made  in 
the  Market  Hall  Building  by  the  Markets  Committee  for  improved 
and  adequate  communal  washing  facilities  both  for  personnel  and 
equipment  for  the  use  of  tenants  of  all  of  the  food  stalls  in  the  open 
market  and  Market  Hall. 

During  the  year,  3,297  visits  have  been  made  to  market  stalls 
and  to  permanent  food  premises  in  connection  with  food  hygiene 
and  the  inspection  of  food  and  in  the  main  there  has  been  general 
compliances  with  the  Regulations.  The  numbers  and  nature  of 
cases  of  non-compliance  which  were  found  and  abated  are  given  at 
the  end  of  this  section, 
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There  has  not  been  any  serious  food  borne  infection  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year,  the  only  case  reported,  affected  one  household, 
where  a woman  was  removed  to  Hospital  with  symptoms  of  food 
poisoning — Salmonella  Stanley  being  subsequently  isolated  in  faecal 
specimens.  On  investigation  it  was  learned  that  the  husband  who 
was  employed  as  a warehouseman  by  a wholesaler  provisions  me- 
chant  had  had  similar  mild  symptoms,  and  when  faecal  specimens 
were  submitted  by  him  and  his  son,  both  returned  positive  evidence 
of  S.  Stanley.  The  husband  was  immediately  excluded  from  his 
employment  in  the  food  warehouse,  compensation  for  loss  of  wages 
being  paid  by  the  Corporation,  during  his  period  of  exclusion.  It 
was  not  possible  to  state  with  certainty  the  vehicle  of  infection  but 
suspicion  fell  on  either  chicken  pasties  or  savoury  ducks  which  had 
been  eaten  by  all  the  family  on  an  excursion  out  of  Town,  the  food 
having  been  purchased  about  49  hours  before  it  was  consumed.  The 
woman  and  son  were  free  from  infection  within  three  weeks  but  the 
husband  has  continued  to  return  positive  specimens  since  the 
original  case  was  reported  in  July,  and  is  still  excluded  from  work.

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Foreign  Bodies  in  Food 

A bottle  of  milk  delivered  to  a consumer  was,  when  being  used, 
found  to  contain  a card  with  writing  on  it  drawing  attention  to  the 
dirty  condition  of  the  inside  of  the  bottle.  This  had  obviously  been 
put  in  by  a previous  consumer  receiving  this  bottle,  and  on  return 
to  the  Dairy  Company  the  bottle  had  been  refilled  with  milk  and 
recirculated.  When  legal  proceedings  were  taken  against  the  Dairy 
Company  in  respect  of  this  offence,  they  pleaded  Guilty  and  the 
Justices  imposed  a fine  of  £15  Os.  Od. 

A quantity  of  grit  and  dirt  was  found  on  the  inner  surface  of  a 
bottle  of  Channel  Island  Milk  delivered  to  a consumer  by  a milk 
dealer,  receiving  his  supplies  from  another  large  Dairy  Company, 
who  accepted  responsibility  for  the  offence.  A fine  of  £10  and 
£3  3s.  Od.  costs  was  imposed  by  the  Justices  in  this  case. 

When  giving  her  child  a spoonful  of  cough  syrup  from  a newly 
purchased  bottle  from  a local  chemist,  the  mother  found  a small 
beetle  floating  in  the  syrup.  Closer  inspection  revealed  more  beetles 
in  the  bottle  and  a complaint  was  made  to  the  Health  Department 
where  the  insects  were  identified  as  Drug  Store  Beetles.  Wfien  legal 
proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  chemist  selling  the  cough 
syrup,  the  manufacturers  of  the  product  accepted  responsibihty  for 
the  offence  and  a fine  of  £10  Os.  Od.  was  imposed. 

The  point  end  of  a celluloid  display  ticket  was  found  in  a swiss 
roll  when  being  eaten  by  a consumer.  A severe  warning  was  given 
to  the  vendor  who  immediately  withdrew  this  type  of  display  ticket 
from  use.  A piece  of  rubber  found  in  a packet  of  Danish  butter 
when  traced  back  to  its  source,  proved  to  be  a small  piece  of  rubber 
belt  detached  from  a pump  at  the  factory. 

A small  piece  of  sheet  metal  was  found  in  a tin  of  luncheon  meat 
imported  from  Holland. 

A case  nail  was  found  in  a packet  of  Iraqui  Dates.  A dead  fly 
found  on  the  underside  of  a meat  pie  manufactured  in  a nearby 
town  was  thought  to  be  the  result  of  a dead  fly  falling  from  the 
ceiling  into  the  baking  tin  when  fly  prevention  treatment  was 
being  carried  out  at  the  factory.  A severe  warning  was  issued  in 
this  case. 

Two  cases  of  mould,  being  found  in  meat  pies — both  very  slight, 
were  reported.  These  would  appear  to  have  resulted  from  failure 
to  sell  the  pies  in  rotation,  and  warnings  were  given  to  pay  attention 
to  this  in  future. 


NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT  1960 

In  this  increasingly  noisy  age  the  assessment  of  what  might  be 
considered  to  be  a noise  nuisance  is  probably  one  of  the  most  difficult 
problems  which  confronts  those  officers  of  the  local  authority  whose 
duty  it  is  to  enforce  the  Noise  Abatement  Act,  1960.  The  normal 
level  of  "background  noise’’  particularly  in  urban  areas  has  increased 
as  a result  of  the  greater  number  of  vehicles  on  the  roads,  and  for 
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those  communities  near  our  ports  and  on  air  routes  by  noisy  jet 
aircraft  overhead,  and  this  is  the  starting  point  above  which  noise 
nuisances  have  to  be  judged.  Possibly  the  best  defination  of  noise 
is  the  wrong  sound  in  the  wrong  place,  at  the  wrong  time,  but  in  this 
so  called  "swinging”  age,  it  might  be  more  difficult  to  get  general 
acceptance  of  what  is  a wrong  sound.  Employees  in  factories  where 
the  background  noise  from  the  machinery  is  very  high  insist  on 
music  while  they  work,  with  the  result  that  this  has  to  be  amplified 
to  be  heard,  and  while  the  combined  noise  is  tolerable  to  them  inside 
the  factory,  it  can  be  intolerable  to  residents  in  nearby  houses. 

Seven  complaints  of  noise  were  received  during  the  year,  five  of 
which  were  found  to  be  justified.  One  of  these  resulted  from  occasion- 
all  night-working  at  an  engineering  firm  where  some  of  the  work  was 
being  carried  out  in  the  open  air.  Following  investigation,  the  firm 
agreed  to  arrange  the  works  so  that  the  noisier  operations  were 
undertaken  earlier  in  the  evening  so  as  not  to  disturb  nearby  resi- 
dents in  the  night  hours. 

The  coming  in  late,  and  going  out  early  of  vehicles  at  a road 
transport  depot  was  also  a cause  of  complaint  from  a nearby  resident, 
in  connection  with  which  there  was  very  little  remedy.  Other  com- 
plaints included  excessive  noise  from  "Beat  Clubs”,  and  Dance 
Halls,  disturbance  from  a neighbour’s  radio,  and  from  barking  dogs. 

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENT  ACT,  1963 

There  is  only  one  boarding  establishment  for  animals  in  the 
Borough  which  is  licensed  by  the  Borough  Council  under  the  above 
Act,  this  being  owned  and  controlled  by  the  R.S.P.C.A. 

The  premises  have  been  largely  reconstructed  during  the  year, 
and  the  conduct  of  the  business  has  been  very  satisfactory. 

HOUSING 

A total  of  270  new  houses  have  been  completed  during  the  year 
266  of  which  were  built  by  private  enterprise  and  4 by  the  Corpora- 
tion, 

Seven  new  clearance  areas  involving  184  dwellings  have  been 
the  subject  of  official  representation.  These  included  49  houses  in 
the  Brunswick  Street  and  Albert  Street  area,  where  it  is  the  inten- 
tion of  the  Corporation  to  carry  on  redevelopment  in  order  that  the 
residents  shall  have  an  opportunity  of  being  rehabilitated  in  the 
same  district  and  among  the  friends  and  neighbours  with  whom  they 
have  lived  for  many  years.  This  is  the  first  Urban  development 
scheme  to  be  undertaken  in  the  Borough  and  it  is  hoped  that  its 
success  may  encourage  similar  schemes  in  other  parts  of  the  Borough 
in  the  future. 

The  largest  area  to  be  represented  included  all  the  properties 
in  Johnson  Street,  Oak  Street  and  Carlisle  Street,  Sheepbridge,  a 
total  of  95  houses  and  277  occupants  being  involved. 
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Thirty-seven  houses  in  clearance  areas  previously  represented 
have  been  demolished  and  44  families,  comprising  143  persons  have 
been  rehoused  from  clearance  areas  during  the  year.  In  addition 
two  individual  unfit  houses  have  been  demolished  and  two  have 
been  the  subject  of  Closing  Orders  on  the  grounds  of  unfitness. 

The  total  number  of  houses  demolished  or  closed  in  the  slum 
clearance  programme  from  January  1955  to  December  1966  was 
1,284.  As  a result  of  informal  action  taken  under  the  Public  Health 
Act  and  Housing  Act  in  respect  of  346  houses  which  were  found  not 
to  be  in  all  respects  fit  for  occupation,  the  owners  of  the  property 
carried  out  the  necessary  repairs  to  restore  thehouses  to  a satisfactory 
condition.  A further  82  houses  were  repaired  by  the  owners  after 
the  service  of  Statutory  Notice,  and  in  seven  cases  repairs  were 
carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority  in  default  of  the  owners’  com- 
pliance with  notices  served. 

The  number  of  houses  improved  during  the  year  with  the  add 
of  Standard  Grants,  was  129  at  a total  cost  of  ;^14,378.  In  addition, 
a Discretionary  Grant  to  the  value  of  £227  was  also  granted.

The  slow  rate  at  which  the  many  older,  but  structurally  sound. 

dwelling  houses  in  the  Borough  are  being  improved  by  providing 
them  with  the  amenities  mentioned  above,  none  of  which  should 
now  be  considered  as  luxuries  but  as  essentials  to  a healthy  and  happy 
life,  is  both  disappointing  and  surprising,  having  regard  to  the  gen- 
erous financial  assistance  which  is  available  to  the  owners  of  such 
property  for  this  purpose.  Of  the  dwelling  houses  so  far  improved, 
it  would  be  true  to  say  that  90  per  cent  of  these  are  owner-occupied, 
and  unless  some  measure  of  compulsion  is  applied  to  improve  all 
dwellings  which  are  of  an  age  and  condition  which  would  justify 
improvement,  many  tenants  will  be  condemned  to  live  in  such 
properties  to  the  end  of  their  days  without  experiencing  the  advan- 
tage of  a bath  in  privacy  or  the  convenience  of  hot  water  at  the  turn 
of  a tap.  Furthermore,  the  improvement  to  a reasonable  standard 
of  all  properties  in  areas  built  50  to  70  years  ago,  would  prevent 
them  drifting  prematurely  into  a condition  fit  only  for  slum  clear- 
ance. The  necessary  legal  powers  already  exists  for  Local  Authorities 
to  declare  improvement  areas,  and  it  would  appear  that  these  might 
have  to  be  applied  if  improvement  on  a voluntary  basis  is  not  ac- 
celerated.

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REPORT  OF  THE 

BOROUGH  SCHOOL  MEDICAL  OFFICER  1966 


School  children  in  Chesterfield  maintained  a high  standard  of 
health  and  parental  care.  Cleanliness  among  school  children  is 
generally  excellent  and  nutrition  has  improved  so  much  in  recent 
years  that  over-weight  is  much  more  of  a problem  than  under-weight, 
particularly  in  the  senior  schools. 

Relatively  few  parents  with  small  children  are  working  and 
attendance  at  routine  medical  inspections  is  very  good,  especi^y  in 
the  infant  classes.  Attendances  at  school  clinics  is  also  very  good 
on  the  whole  and  there  are  few  defaulters. 

The  weekly  School  Clinic  for  consultations  is  an  open  clinic 
and  is  well  attended.  The  parents  and  teachers  co-operated  admir- 
ably in  sending  children  for  investigation  about  such  problems  as 
speech,  hearing  and  vision. 

Few  children  were  found  to  be  in  need  of  home  tuition  and  a 
number  of  children  with  handicaps  have  been  able  to  integrate  into 
ordinary  schools,  thanks  to  the  co-operation  of  the  teachers. 

The  vast  majority  of  handicapped  children  in  the  Borough  are 
able  to  attend  day  schools.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  15 
children  in  residential  schools,  3 of  them  being  newly  placed  during 
the  year.  Special  education  has  of  course,  to  be  provided  for  the 
profoundly  deaf  and  places  have  been  secured  for  them  at  the 
Sheffield  and  Derby  Deaf  Schools.  For  the  partially  hearing  children 
there  is  now  ample  provision  for  all  ages  since  the  opening  of  the 
new  Senior  Partially  Hearing  Unit  at  the  Edwin  Sw^e  Secondary 
School. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  placement  of  educationally  sub-normal 
pupils  will  be  greatly  eased  by  the  opening  of  the  new  school  at 
Stubbin  Wood,  Shirebrook,  thus  after  so  many  years,  creating 
sufficient  places  at  Ashgate  Croft  School  for  Borough  Children. 

The  Frank  Merrifield  School  (formerly  Brambling  House)  which 
in  recent  years  has  been  mainly  one  for  emotionally  disturbed  chil- 
dren still  has,  however,  a small  nucleus  of  delicate  children  attending. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  it  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  secure 
the  services  of  a psysiotherapist  as  there  is  a number  of  children 
who  would  benefit  from  physiotherapy,  especially  at  the  special 
schools. 

The  scheme  for  B.C.G.  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  con- 
tinued during  the  year  under  review.  597  pupils  received  vaccina- 
tion. 
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Tlie  Speech  Therapist  has  continued  to  give  individual  treat- 
ment at  the  Town  Hall  Clinic  and  has  also  paid  weekly  visits  to  the 
Edmund  Street  Cliiiic  and  Ashgate  Croft  and  Frank  Merifield 
Special  Schools.  Attendance  has  been  good  and  considerable  im- 
provement has  been  achieved  in  nearly  all  cases.  A school  visit  has 
been  made  each  term;  the  co-operation  of  the  Headteachers  and  their 
Staff  proving  invaluable  to  the  Therapist. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  towards  the  end  of  the  year  a Senior 
Dental  Officer  was  appointed  and  we  are  looking  forward  to  having 
a School  Dental  Service  more  or  less  fully  operative  again.
